Feasibility surveys and studies 
are underway in the Alberta sec¬ 
tion of the Crows Nest Pass which 
could lead to the establishment 
of a multi-million dollar thermal 
power plant. 

If the project materializes, it 
could mean expenditures up to 
$100,000,000 and full-time employ¬ 
ment tor 350 to 400 men. 

Power To U. S. 

Establishment of the huge coal¬ 
burning, electrical power produc¬ 
ing plant would, be contingent on 
a guarantee of power export to 
the United States. 

Initial clearance for this action 
is seen on two fronts: Precedence 
indicated by power export to the 
U. S. under the Columbia River 
Development project in British Co¬ 
lumbia and the Crows Nest Pass 
declared a depressed area by the 
federal government last year. 

D. J. Redman, professional en¬ 
gineer with Robert McAlpine Ltd., 
general constractors of Toronto 
and Montreal, told The Herald here 
the preliminary surveys, underway 
at present will determine the eco¬ 
nomics of a thermal power plant 
project and the financial arrange¬ 
ments necessary. If the project is 
given the go-ahead, construction 
would start within 12 months. 
Near Golf Course 

Interest backing the investiga¬ 
tions include a United Kingdom 
group with experience in nudear 
power stations. 

Location of the proposed plant 
would be in the vicinity of the 
Crows Nest Pass Golf Club course 
northwest of Blairmore and would 
include West Canadian Collieries 
land being used by the golfers. 

Survey crews on location indude 
a drilling outfit of Alpine Drilling 
Ltd. in Calgary, leaded by en¬ 
gineer Wal Semchuk. Drill sam¬ 
ples are being sent to Materials 
Testing Laboratories Ltd. 

Preliminary studies for domestic 
water supplies are also underway 
with the assistance of the Blair¬ 
more town council. 

Mr. Redman said “a great deal 
of water is not required for such 
an undertaking. Only loss would 
be through evaporation. Water for 
cooling towers is on a re-use basis.’ 

A thermal power plant for the 
Crows Nest Pass has been under 
discussion since the end of the 
Second World War. This is the first 
time, however, that activity has 
progressed to the field exploration 
stage.

Let's tell the 
world we're going to live it up a little in 1967, 
and they're welcome to join us in the fun. We 
have a few problems, true; but we've plenty 
to be gay about as well.

ALBERT 

SCHWEITZER 

(Exchange) 

Two generations have now come 
of age with the name of Albert 
Schweitzer listed among their 
heroes. 

With all of its upsets, its wars, 
its depressions and disorders the 
twentieth century to date has given 
its full quota of great men. 

In any company selected to rep¬ 
resent the brighter side of the de¬ 
velopments of our times the name 
of Schweitzer must be included. 

His record is so well known 
that it saems almost childish to 
repeat it. Say only that few peo¬ 
ple indoed ever qualified for 
one Ph.D. degree. 

Schweitzer has qualified for 
four and in widely differing fields 
—In music, in philosophy, in 
theology and in medicine. In 
all of these fields he has made 
a mark for othors to aim at. 

However, he deliberetely chose 
after he was forty years of age, 
to go to French West Africa to 
Lambarene in the territory of 
Gabon and found a hospital, a 
missionary headquarters, end a 
great humanitarian effort. 

He was bom in Alsace-Lorraine 
at a time when that unhappy area 
was German. All his life he has 
felt the full horror of power poli¬ 
tics. His early work in Africa was 
interrupted briefly by World War 
One, but has grown progressively 
to the present time. No name as¬ 
sociated with Africa is better 
known for better reasons than that 
of Albert Schweitzer. 

Now that ho has mark ad his 
88th birthday wo find oursalvti 
wondering if ho will live to »ee 
a century. Well ho might, for 
ho is still wonderfully active. If 
ho does, what other man will 
have made so much of on impact 
on an entire century of time?

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Kindit, M.P.) 

It has often been said that more 
gossip and rumors circulate on 
Parliament Hill than in any ten 
small towns. Strangely enough — 
there always seems to be at least 
some basis in fact for most of 
these rumors. 

One of the more interesting of 
these recent stories concerns the 
possibility of an election, provid¬ 
ed a suitable issue could be found. 
The proposed Canada Pension plan 
seemed to be good election materi¬ 
al if only it were opposed by it 
least a substantial number of the 
Opposition. All Opposition parties, 
howve,r, have made it quite clear 
that they would like to suggest 
improvements to the government’s 
present proposal. 

This has removed any possibility 
of an election being fought On this 
issue, and the government has no 
other contentious legislation before 
Parliament. The former Progress¬ 
ive Conservative government made 
a study of the U. S. and other pen¬ 
sion plans in different countries of 
the world with the view of bringing 
a pension plan before Parliament 
with portability and with survivor 
benefit provisions, but this could 
not be done without the full con¬ 
sent of all the provinces—Quebec 
refused. 

The latest government move with 
respect to the Canada Pension plan 
is to delay the presentation of its 
plan to Parliament (at least temp¬ 
orarily) until further consideration 
can be given to Mr. Lesage’s pen¬ 
sion plan for Quebec. 

As everyone knows, Quebec has 
refused to take part in the Can- 
da Pension plan and this automati¬ 
cally removes about one-third of 
the population of Canada to start 
with. In addition, Premier Ro- 
barts of Ontario, has indicated that 
he will not make a final decision 
on joining any proposed federal 
pension plan until he sees the plan 
in its final form after a parlia¬ 
mentary committee has made nu¬ 
merous changes, alterations and 
additions. 

After the recent Federal - Pro¬ 
vincial Conference it appeared to 
be quite clear that Premier Lesage 
of Quebec had worked out prob¬ 
ably the best and most all-inclusive 
pension plan Of anyone. As a re¬ 
sult, the government has tempor¬ 
arily withdrawn its pension plan 
from consideration by Parliament 
in order to further examine the 
Quebec plan. 

If the government is successful 
in persuading Quebec to take part 
in a national pension plan, this in 
itself would be a very excellent 
thing as we could then have a truly 
national plan. What is more, the 
Quebec plan seems to be a better 
one than proposed federal plan. 

One could only wonder why the 
government during the past year, 
did not carry on closer consulta¬ 
tions with Quebec, Ontario and the 
other provinces in order to work 
out a mutually satisfactory plan 
months ago and thus avoid all the 
current confusion and delays. Now 
it would seem that the virtues of 
co-operation and compromise have 
been recognized in Ottawa and that 
some sort of national plan may at 
last materialize. 

The federal government has nev¬ 
er been in any position to dictate 
to the provinces concerning an ef¬ 
fective national pension plan. Un¬ 
der our constitution all social bene¬ 
fit and welfare measures are 
strictly provincial matters and only 
by consent of the provinces can 
thte federal government take over 
this field of legislation. 

In 1952 an amendment to the Ca¬ 
nadian constitution was made (and 
consented to by all provincces) — 
which enable the Old Age Pension 
scheme to come into existence, 
and be administered by the fed¬ 
eral government. Unfortunately, 
this amendment to the constitution 
was not sufficiently broad to en¬ 
able the federal government to 
bring in many of the things neces¬ 
sary for the type of pension plan 
that we are considering today. 

In this regard “survivor bene¬ 
fits” can not be included in any 
federal pension plan without the 
consent of the provinces. 

Since this is clearly a most im¬ 
portant item of any effective na¬ 
tional pension plan, agreement by 
the provinces is essential. 

Brakes Vital 
To Car Safety 

“As with many vital parts of an 
automobile the condition of the 
brakes is all too often taken for 
granted by the average driver un¬ 
til suddenly they fail,” said S. E. 
Swallow, of the vehicle safety com¬ 
mittee, Canadian Highway Safe¬ 
ty Council. Mr. Swallow, director 
of service for the Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada, Ltd, urged every mot¬ 
orist to have his car’s brakes test¬ 


ed and, if necessary, repaired, 
particularly during the Council’s 
annual car-check campaign run¬ 
ning through April and May. 

“Only someone who has experi¬ 
enced brake failure in traffic can 

play "in traffic safety,” said Mr. 
Swallow. He stressed the need for 
regular car-checks, but emphasiz¬ 
ed the stronger need in spring 
when most vehicles had come on 
through a car-frazzling winter sea¬ 
son. Besides checking the car, he 
added, “check up on your driv¬ 
ing. Everyone can stand a little of 
that at any time.”

Q—Is benefit payable during 
pregnancy? 

A—Benefit may be paid dur¬ 
ing the earlier weeks of pregnan¬ 
cy provided the claimant is able, 
ready and willing to take work 
immediately and has not left her 
employment voluntarily because 
of pregnancy. Benefit is not or¬ 
dinarily paid during the later 
weeks of pregnancy or during 
the time immediately following 
the birth of a child. 

Q—How much is my benefit? 

A—-The amount of your weekly 
benefit is based on the average 
rate of contributions you made 
in the last 30 weeks falling 
within the 104 weeks immedi¬ 
ately before you made your 
claim, 

Q—How long is benefit paid to 
me? 

A—You may receive one weeks 
benefit for every two contribu¬ 
tion weeks made during the last 
two years unless you had a pre¬ 
vious benefit period within that 
time in which case only the con¬ 
tribution weeks made since the 
previous benefit period began, or 
in the last 52 weeks, whichever 
is the longer time, will count. 
The minimum is 12 weeks of 
full benefit and the maximum is 
51 weeks. 

Q—Who may be claimed as de¬ 
pendents? 

A—The following persons may 
be claimed as dependents: your 


wife, husband or child; or any 
of your blood relatives down to 
nephews and nieces; or relatives 
by marriage down to step-child 
or adopted child. To claim a per¬ 
son as a dependent you have to 
be. wholly .mnnnrtipn n- 
supporting that person, and the 
dependent must live in Canada 
or in one of the United States 
of America with which Canada 
has a reciprocal agreement.

How Much 
Inflation? 

Everybody is deeply affected, 
though in different ways, by a 
general upward surge in price lev¬ 
els and a general cheapening of 
money, says The Financial Post 
in a leading editorial. 

So far, there has been rela¬ 
tively little change in consumer 
prices in Canada. The changes we 
have had are generally less ex¬ 
tensive than the changes abroad. 
But the over-all picture suggests 
that once again everybody needs to 
examine now and closely his readi¬ 
ness to meet successfully a new 
price climate. 

For the first time in years com¬ 
modity prices in world markets 
have been jumping ahead. 

Prices of the vast torrent of 
goods we import into Canada have 
been rising more rapidly than in 
previous boom cycles. Wholesale 
prices in Canada are rising strong¬ 
ly. Wages here are rising much 
more sharply than output per man¬ 
hour. 


N.E.S News 

The general outlook for the area 
covered by the Blairmore local of¬ 
fice appears good, according to 
Mr. Robertson, manager, of the 
National Employment Service. 

The merchants and residents of 
the area are viewing plans for 
future industrial expansion with 
optimism. Highway improvement 
and greater demands for our na¬ 
tural exports in the form of coal, 
gas and lumber have given the 
area a real boost. Building con¬ 
tractors are reporting an increase 
in the demand for alterations and 
additions to existing buildings. 

Local motel and hotel owners are 
anticipating a 100 per cent in¬ 
crease in the tourist trade this 
year. The addition of a new tent¬ 
ing park to the area will provide 
every convenience for travellers 
who enjoy the outdoors. 

Heavy rain and snow has defer¬ 
red farm, lumber and construct¬ 
ion operations by several weeks. 


Seasonal road conditions have had 
a detrimental effect in some areas 
and continued adverse weather 
could cause additional delay to 
workers on seasonal lay-off. 

There is a supply of experienced 
farm workers, but there has been 
no demand. It is expected a short¬ 
age will exist when the weather 
has improved. 

Construction workers are in 
plentiful supply although many will 
be returning to former employers 
in the near future. 

In the female division, a num¬ 
ber of women are available for 
immediate employment. Many ap¬ 
plicants in this group are experi¬ 
enced workers who are seeking 
full or part-time work during the 
tourist season. 

Mr. Robertson said an analysis 
of the unemployed in the area in¬ 
dicated approximately 40 per cent 
more people were employed in the 
area than for the same period in 
1963.
